The House bill orig- 
inally provided for a duty of 1.9 cents 
per pound on sugar above 16 Dutch 
standard, and 2 cents per pound on 
sugar refined and colored. 
The only change of importance in 

ule E is that postponing the 
e of taking of effect of the rates 
provided by the House on sugar and 
m and the ubolishment of the 
Dutch standard tmmediately. This 
will result in a reduction of the rates 
on sugar above 16 Dutch standard, 
which now has a differential of 14% 
cents on sugar 98 deg., and 
an addition of 3% cents per 100 
pounds for each degree less than 9 
deg.

1916. California now has thirteen 
factories making beet sugar. The 
State has a larger acreage suitable fo 
growing sugar beets than any other 
State and 25,000 men are employed 
in“the industry, $20,000,000 being in- 
vested in factories, land and equip- 
ment.

The suit brought by the United 
States questioning the purchase of 
certain telephone properties in the 
northwest, as well as the pending In- 
terstate Commerce Commission tele- 
phone investigation, have caused 
many inquiries. Without taking up 
anything going to the merits of these 
proceedings, it has seemed to us prop- 
er to state generally what has been 
our policy and purpose in the conduct 
of our business. 


We have found, or thoeght that 
we had, that our interests were best 
served when the public interests were 
best served; and we believe that such 
success as we have had has been be- 
cause our business has been conduct 
on these lines. ; 


We believe that our company has 
an interest as vital as that of the 
public in the proper administration 
of the problems of electrical inter- 
communication. The success and pros- 
perity of our company depend upon 
a solution of these problems which 
shall be sound from both the stand- 
point of the company and the public 
which it serves. 


Following our own best judgment, 
supplemented by the best obtainable 
advice, we have endeavored to do 
what would best serve the public in- 
t ; wherever possible our plans 
have been disclosed to the public in 
advance, and what has been done in 
carrying them out has been along 
ordinary business lines, with the im- 
the ex- 
pressed approval, authorization or 
consent of the municipal and State 
authorities directly interested. Our 
effort has been not only to obey the 
law, but to avoid everything which 
might even have the appearance of 
an attempt at evasion. 


Our business methods and policy, 
and practically all of the details as 
to the transaction of our business, are 
matters of common knowledge and 
are, and for many years have been, 
well known to the government. We 
will willingly furnish the government

them into a single system. Physical 
connection in the case of telephone 
or telegraph does not mean transfer 
of messages from one line to the 
other. It means such a connection as 
will permit one person to have the 
actual possession of the particular 
lune of communication from one end 
of it to the other-and this can be 
given efficiently by exchange systems 
and connecting lines under a common

We believe that 
ultimately the public efther directly 
or indirectly pays the losses involved 
in the efforts to furnish such service 
at less than its fair cost, either 
through the loss of the capital in- 
volved, the losses incident to poor

We, believe that the highest com- 
mercial value of the telephone service 
depends on its completeness—on the 
extent and comprehensiveness of the 
facilities for intercommu cation not 
only between individuals, but between 
centers of population; that no isolated 
section can be considered independ- 
ently of any other section or of the 
whole; that rates must be so adjusted 
as to make it possible to obtain the 
maximum development by making it 
possible for everyone to be connected 
who will add to the value of the sys- 
tem, thus giving the greatest value to 
the greatest number; that the inter- 
dependence of the telephone service 
and the value of complete and univer- 
sal intercommunication justify and re- 
quire some services partly at the ex- 
pense of the whole for the benefit of

We believe that rates should be so 
adjusted as to afford the company 
sufficient revenue to pay such wages 
and compensation as will secure the 
most efficient service; to maintain the 
very highest and most advanced 
standards of plant ant apparatus, to 
carry on such scientific. and experi- 
mental research and inventions as to 
apparatus and methods as to insure 
the highest standards, and to carry to 
reserve and depreciation such 
amounts as will enable the company 
at any time to replace old plant and 
old methods with new plant and new 
methods as fast as they may be de- 
veloped and found to be to the ad- 
vantage of the service.

COLORADO RIVER SUBJECT OF 
VITAL SITTING.

Representative of Secretary of the 
Interior Recetves Views of Ari- 


The question of the diversion of wa- 
ters from the source streams of the 
Colorado River will be taken up at 10 
o'clock this morning in the directors’ 
room at the Chamber of Commerce. 

The Arizona and California River 
Regulation Commission, through Wii- 
lis H. Booth, a chairman of the ad- 
visory board, had arranged for a hear- 
ing on the important matters with 
Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, but Louis C. Hill, supervis- 
ing engineer of the Reclamation Serv- 
ice, had been named as Lane's repre- 
sentative. 

Hill will meet this morning with 
representatives of the Imperial Valley, 
Yuma and other points in California 
and Arizona. 

Some of the proposed diversions are 
of considerable magnitude and the 
diverting of waters of the upper Colo- 
rado from their natural course is re- 
garded as bad in principle and fraught 
with some danger in the future. 

Other matters that have to be pre- 
sented, include a survey of the flow 
of the river and a compilation of 
lands now under irrigation, or which 
have established valid claims to wa- 
ter; the withholding of government 
rights of way until it has been ascer- 
tained that new appropriations of wa- 
ter can be honored; the subject of a 
commission to decide on the rights of 
Mexico in the waters of the Colorado, 
and such other subjects as may be 
pertinent. 

The construction of a system of ex- 
tensive reservoirs in the upper reaches 
of the Colorado River, as contem- 
plated by the Newlands river regula- 
tion bill, also will receive attention. 


LONDON PETITION DENIED. 


Motion Picture Company Scores the 

First Victory in Injunction Suit in 

The petition of Jack London for a 
temporary injunction against the Bal- 
boa Amusement Producing Company, 
was denied in Judge Wellborn’s court 
yesterday. 

The contention hung on the right 
of the Balboa Amusement Producing 
Company to reproduce, in a dramati- 
zation of “A Piece of Steak” and “The 


Sea Wolf,” written by London. Most 
of the allegations in the bill of com- 


plaint were based “on information and 


belief,” and it was held by the court 
that proof of the claims must be fur- 
nished. A question of Federal juris- 
diction was also involved, as it did not 
appear from the papers in the case 
that London had ever received a copy- 
right of the stories, and the neces- 
sary documents attested by the regis- 
trar of copyright in Washington were 
missing. It then seemed to be merely 
an issue between London and the de- 
fendants, both citizens of California. 
and jurisdiction of the Federal would 
not lie.

HARD TO SAVE. 


Rescuers’ Long and Perilous 
T'ask in China. | 


Los Angeles Boy Tells of 
Desperate Work. 
Trusting in Providence’ Not 
Life-Saver There. 


An exciting three years was spent 


im the interior of China by F. G. 


Yoder, U.S.N., who arrived at the Hay- 
ward yesterday. This Los Angeles boy 
was a member of an official rescue 
party of the United States government 
which was sent inland to protect and. 
remove missionaries. 

The party was cut off from supplies 
for six weeks and the members sub- 
sisted principally on peanuts and ex- 
perienced various other hardships and 
adventures. The rescuers transported 
150 missionaries from the danger 
zones. 

“We went into the interior to save 
the missionaries who had not heeded 
the warning to come out at the be- 
ginning of the recent revolution,” Yo- 
der said last night. “We were far 
inland during the time of the over- 
throw of the old govermment. Mis- 
sionaries have been continuously in 
danger there for three years. There 
have been a number of uprisings since 
the first of the year in which the lives 
of foreigners were endangered. 

“The names and the locations of 
the missionaries were furnished to us 
by the American Consuls in China. We 
Started out to trace them one by one. 
Often after we had traveled several 
hundred miles to find a missionary he 
would refuse to leave the country, 
saying that he trusted in Providence 
to protect him. | 

“We went to Yeu Chan Fu, the dis- 
tance of 700 miles, to rescue a ms 
Slionary and his family. There was 
a young baby in the family. They re- 
fused to leave, and having no authori- 
ty to compe! them to go, we left them. 
Later we were informed th t every 
member of the family was beheaded.

“Most of the missionaries and, in 
fact, of all foreigners, were killed 
by the ‘hill robbers,’ who belonged to 
neither the imperial nor the revo- 
lutionary forces. The outlaws took 
advantage of the general uncertainty 
of things” to swoop down and murder 
and rob. 

“The thieves generally killed their 
victims with knives. Few of them 
had guns. In fact, the Chinese are 
afraid of guns and many of the sol- 
diers shut their eyes and fire at ran- 
dom. 

“We went on a long jaunt after 
three missionaries, but were a little 
too late in getting there. They were 
at Ichang, 1000 miles from the sea. 
They were attacked by the ‘hill rob- 
bers’ and two of them slain. When 
we found the third one he was suf- 
fering from forty knife wounds.” 

Yoder told how his party rescued 
a woman missionary, originally from 
from New York, from the walled city 
of Wuchang. 

“The rebels had charge of the city 
and they locked the gates and refused 
to let the missionary leave. It was 
evident that in a few days there

State's Production. Valued at Over 

Ninety Million Dollars, is Greatest 

Ever—Oil Leads. 

The total value of raw mineral pro- 
duction ia CeLfornia for the yea~ 
1912 was the greatest in the history of 
the State—$91,472,385, according to 
figures just issued by the State Min- 
ing Bureau. It compares with a pro- 
duction of $90,517,566 valuation in 
1911, and exceeds that of 1910 
value by about $3,000,000. 

The product of greatest value, as 
shown by the report was petroleum, 
of which the yield was 89,689,260 bar- 
rels, worth $41,868,344. The value of 
the gold production was $19,713,478. 
while $6,074,661 of cement was pro- 
duced, and $5,638,049 of copper. 
Other products whose valuation is 
placed at over $1,000,000 gor last 
year, are as follows: Crushed rock, 
$3,691,010; brick, $2,940,290; asphalt, 
$2,500,000; borax, $1,122,713. The 
State also produced $940,076 worth 
of natural gas, $841,588 worth of sand 
and gravel, and $799,584 worth of 
silver.

INVESTIGATE 
VERNON DEATH. 


Arrests Expected Today in 
Mystery Case. 

Storics of Mother and Son 
Are Conflicting. 


Victim Beaten to Death, Say 
Medical Men. 


— 


Arrests are expected today in con- 
nection with the death of Charles 
Hayes, No. 2045 Junior street, Ver- 
non, who died at the Angelus Hospi- 
tal early yesterday morning. Investi- 
gation by the District Attorney's of- 
fice and deputy Sheriffs tends to con- 
firm the rumor that the man was 
beaten to death. 

Deputy District-Attorney Hammon 
interrogated several witnesses yester- 
day and, following a conference with 
Detective Mclaren and Deputy 
Sheriffs Wright and Bradfield, deter- 
mined to go into the matter thor- 
oughly today. 

The attitude of the District Attor- 
ney’s and Sheriff's offices was strength- 
ened further during the day by the 
findings of Autopsy Surgeon Malsch. 
who performed an autopsy on Hayes 
and found that he died from respira- 
tory suspension, caused by concussion 
of the brain, the result of a blow. 

Circumstances surrounding the km 
ing of Hayes, who was an employee 
of the K. K. Wood Lumber Company, 
aroused the suspicions of the officers. 
When taken to the hospital he was 
found to be suffering from the effect 
of a blow on his head, and one wrist 
was broken, an arm fractured, and 
his whole body bruised and lacer- 
—— Ay though he had been brutally 


The stories told by persons living in 
the house with Hayes do not satisfy 
the authorities. 


STORIES CONFLICT. 


The unfortunate man was appar- 
ently set upon by several persons and 
brutally beaten. 

William Hayes, a brother of the 
murdered man, who lives on Ameri- 
can avenue, Long Beach, thoroughly 
aroused over the death, is assisting 
authorities. 

Mrs. Agnes Rowell and her twen- 
ty-two-year-old son, W. D. Rowell, who 
reside at the Junior-street address in 
Vernon, were brought to the District 
Attorney's office yesterday and ques- 
tioned. According to the authorities, 
the version of the events leading up 
to the death of Hayes was not the 
same when told by the mother as 
when told by the son. 

Mrs. Rowell insisted that her eon 
had left the house on the day Hayes 
died, after Hayes himself had gone 
out. Subsequently, according to her 
story, Hayes returned in the condition 
in which he was found shortly before 
being taken to the hospital. 

This version is contradicted by the 
son, Who says Hayes was still in the 
house when he left and insists that 
he saw the injuries which resulted 
in the death of Hayes.

The Junior-street house was almost 
a wreck when the physician arrived, 
according to his statement yesterday.

Mrs. Rowell, the physician says, was 
in a state bordering on hysteria and 
appeared unable to tell a coherent 
story. The authorities believe the 
secret of the killing will be found 
near where the injured man was 
found by the physicians. 

Mrs. Rowell attributes the fatal in- 
juries of Hayes to several possible 
causes. She asserts that he was in-

was thrown from a wagon near San 
Pedro, and that on Monday she found 
him lying on the street near a whole- 
sale liquor-house and called two men 
who helped her home with him.

There 
is no human being in all our vast domain 
injured by contributing 5 cents a month to 
the national treasury, or who will ever feel 
that the cost of his living is reduced by one 
street car fare a month, at a cost of $54,- 
600,000 per annum to the treasury of the 
United States.

Under this benevolent scheme 
the minority stockholder has no real vote 
in determining the policy of the corporation. 
The real control is not vested in a majority 
of the capital of the corporation, but in a 
minority owned by those who control a ma- 
jority of the stock of the holding company.”

The La Jolla boulevard is to be 
oll and sand-paving on a concrete 
base. El Cajon boulevard will be 
treated with a covering of decom- 
posed granite, and H or Market is to 
be opened and graded the entire dis- 
tance to Encanto. Beyond the city 
limits this work will be done at the 
expense of the property owners along 
the street. j 

The principal delay has been with 
the water department, which lacked 
the necessary fun to place their 
work before the paving should be at- 
tempted.

AFTER OUR COURT SYSTEM. 

The court system in vogue here, as 
amplified by Secretary James 
Noel, has attracted the attention of 
San Francisco judges, according to 
Judge Morrison, who returned this 
week from a trip to that city. A com- 
mission will be named to visit Los 
Angeles and investigate the system 
with the view of adopting it in the 
northern city. 

When a case goes off calendar in 
the local courts, Secretary Noel im- 
mediately transfers a case from an- 
other department. He makes an in- 
spection of the various departments 
regularly during the day and sees 
that all the milis keep grinding. 

There are 1300 cases set for trial 
before the middle of January. The 
courts dispose of 300 cases weekly.
